THE CONSTITUTION 


(Special to The Sun) 


STATE HOUSE, Boston, Auff. 12.— 


In an effort ''to scrape the barnacles 
from tho ship of state," Delegata Ed- 
mund G. Sullivan submitted to the con- 
stitutional convention today a propos- 
ed amendment 
of 
tho 
constitution 


which will' provide that no official, 
elected by the people, shall hold office 
for moro than three successive terms. 


Discussing the proposed amendment 


today, Delegate Sullivan said; 
'The 


i state treasurer has always been lim- 


I Ked by the constitution to not more 
than five years in office; this has now 
been changed to six years, in order to 
conform with the biennial election 
system adopted last fall. J believe that 
six years is long enough for any per- 
son to hold an elective public office, 
! and for that reason 1 have prepared 


my amendment. 
It will scrape 
the 


barnacles oit tha ship of state, some 
of which I find have been fastened to 
the public treasury for many years, ob- 
taining an easy living at the hands of 
the public."

AMENDMENT TO 


THE CONSTITUTION 


(Special to The Sun) 


STATE HOUSE, Boston, Aug. 12,— 


In an effort, "to scrape the baraacles 
from the ship of state," Delegate Ed- 
mund G. Sullivan submitted to the con- 
stitutional convention today a propos- 
ed amendment of 
the 
constitution 


which \vlll provide that no official, 


-j* elected by the people, shall hold office 
*-* for more than three successive terms. 


Discussing the proposed amendment 


today, Delegate Sullivan said: 
"The 


state treasurer has always been lim- 
ited by the constitution to not more 
than five years In' office; this has now 
been changed to six years, in order to 
conform 
with the biennial elactlon 


system adopted last fall. I believe that 
six years is long enough for any per- 
son to hold an elective public office, 
and for that reason 1 have prepared 
my amendment. 
It will scrape 
the 


barnacles off the. ship ot state, some 
of which 1 find have been fastened to 
the public treasury for many years, ob- 
taining an easy living at the hands of 
the public." 


Another amendment which will 
be 


presented by the SaJem delegate pro 
vldcs that no recess committee of tha 
general court shall hereafter be appoint- 
ed. Last year the convention submit 
ted and the people approved An amend- 
ment providing that no salary shall be

sioner Curtis' general order follows 


"It Is, or should be, apparent to any 


thinking person that the police de 
partment of'this or any other city can 
not fulfill its duty to the entire publii 
if its members are subject to the dl 
rectton of an 
organization e-xistint 


outside the department. It is a wel 
recognized fact that a police officer 
not a.n employe but a state officer. He 
is charged with the impartial enforce- 
ment of the laws under the direction 
ot a commissioner, who is himself a 
statutory officer. 


"Tho following rule Interferes In no 


wise In a policeman.'s interests and ac- 
tivities as a man. and a citizen. H does, 
however, forbid him and the depart- 
ment from coming under the direction 
and dictation of any organization which 
represents but one element or class of 
the community. 
If troubles and dis- 


turbances arise where the interests of 
this organization and the interests of 
other elements and classes in the com- 
munity conflict, the situation imme- 
diately arises that always arises when 
a man attempts to serve two masters 
—he must fail either in his duty as a 
policeman or In his obligation to the 
organization that controls him. There- 
fore the following is hereby added to 
and made part of rule 35 of the rules 
and regulations and designated as sec- 
tion 19 of said rule: 


" 'No member of the force shall/join 


or belong to any organization, club or 
body composed of present or presen
